STOP? Knowledge of the aver­ 
age distance your car must travel 
before you can bring it to a stop 
is a most important automobile 
safety factor. 
Study the chart above. 
If you 
cannot stop within these prescribed 
distances which are given as a 
minimum, you are constantly ex­ 
posed to the danger of accident. In 
the 34,000 deaths and nearly a 
million injuries caused by the au­ 
tomobile reported to the National 
.Bureau of Casualty and Surety Un- 
' derwriters last year, inability to 
stop was certainly a dominating 
factor. 
“Thinking distance" Is the num­ 
ber of feet your car will travel be­ 
fore you can put your foot on your 
brake. It is the distance covered 
from 
the 
moment 
your 
brain 
flashes “stop” until your muscles 
and nerves coordinate, and you put 
your foot on the brake. 
The factor, little considered, is so 
important that it governs nearly a 
third of the distance required to 
halt a moving automobile. 


The stopping distances given are! 
a minimum. If the conditions were 
any but the best, the time and dis­ 
tance required to stop would be 
considerably greater. That is, if the 
road surface is wet, icy, muddy, or 
slippery; lf your tires are worn, or 
your brakes poor, or if the grade 
of the highway is downward, more* 
time and distance is needed. 
Mentality and intelligence seem! 
to have nothing to do with ability 
to stop a car. A recent study dis-’ 
closed that the operator with the 
quickest reaction time was often1 
of low mentality and that operators' 
with high intelligence were some-i 
times slower to react. 
Incidentally, if you will study th®} 
rapidity of movement at the vary-: 
ing rates of speed in terms of feet 
travelled 
per 
second, 
you 
willi 
doubtless realize the necessity for 
keeping your driving speed down 
to rates within which you may, 
have a chance to stop without acci-i 
dent. 
Be certain of how quickly you? 
can stop, and avoid accidents from 
this hazard.

JLT JR ANY borrowers, 
instead of paying or reduc­ 
ing their loans when due, 
have the habit of asking their 
banker to renew them. 


Sometimes the renewal of a loan is justi­ 
fied. However, the repeated renewal of 
loans is not good hanking policy. It is not 
the function of commercial banks to grant 
long-time credits, as the bank must he pre­ 
pared to pay deposits on demand. 


Also, if a few men were permitted to 
borrow and hold indefinitely the available 
funds of the bank, the business life of the 
com m unity would suffer from lack of capital. 


T he banker does not make the rules to 
please himself, but to serve and protect 
his depositors.
